SEOUL, Feb. 9 (AP)—Nine 
United States Fifth Air Force 
warplanes were lost in Red Ko- 
rea in the week ending yesterday. 
The Communists lost none. 

The Air Force, in. its weekly 
summary, said anti-aircraft bat- 
teries protecting vital Red targets 
shot down seven United Nations 
planes. One F-86 Sabre jet was 
lost in a jet battle, and one plane 
crashed after a mechanical fail- 
ure. : 

Last week the Fifth Air Force 
lost 14 planes and destroyed one 
Red MIG jet fighter and dam- 
aged two. 

Allied pilots claimed damage to 
nine MIGs during the past week, 
but the Red planes all managed 
to limp back to their Manchurian 
sanctuary. 

Total Losses to Date. 

In Tokyo, Far East Air Forces 
said 355 Communist planes of all 
types have been destroyed since 
the war began. One hundred two 
were listed as probably destroyed 
and 403 damaged. The totals in- 
cluded 220 MIGs destroyed, 53 
— destroyed and 343 dam-

The committee said that al- 
though the program has been of 
great benefit to millions of vet- 
erans, “there is no doubt that 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
have been frittered away on 
worthless training,” and “graft 
and waste ... plagued the pro- 
gram.” 

The committee cited a case in 
which a school had a supplier bill 
it for sets of tools for $16.95 
each when the tools actually cost 
the school $5.60. 

Examples of Wrongdoing. 

The report noted these “irregu- 
larities”: 

A former VA official in Dal- 
las, Tex., borrowed $8000 from 
the owners of a chain of private 
trade schools under VA con- 
tract. There was no collateral 
and approximately $400 of the 
loan was repaid. 

Another official in the Dallas 
office accepted a Buick auto- 
mobile and $1000 in cash from 
a school owner contracting 
with the VA. 


A-VA employe at Waco. Tex., 
borrowed $2000 from partners 
of a chain of private trade 
school under VA contracts and 
about $120 was repaid. 

An Houston (Tex.), VA em- 
ploye borrowed approximately 
$2800 from school operators 
and at the time of investigation 
only $50 had been repaid. 

A Dallas VA employe sur- 
veyed and obtained approval 
for his own school and then re- 
signed to operate it. On his 
own testimony he made $96,000 
profit in one year. m4

UN, AGLEPTS PART 
UF RED PLAN FOR 
POST-TRUGE TALKS 


Agrees to Start Work on 
Korean Settlement 
Within Three Months 


After an Armistice. | 


MUNSAN, Korea, Feb, 9 (AP) 
—The United Nations today ac- 
cepted a Communist proposal to 
begin negotiating a Korean set- 
tlement within three months 
after an armistice but rejected a 
Red suggestion that the talks 
cover Far. Eastern questions be- 
yond those concerning Korea. 


In a full-scale meeting of both 
truce delegations, the Allies in- 
dorsed two of the three points in 
a Red-proposed agenda for a 
high-level conference. 

The U.N. command agreed to 
discuss (1) withdrawal of foreign 
troops from Korea; (2) peaceful 
settlement of the Korean contro- 
versy and (3) other Korean ques- 
tions related to peace. 

The first two points were.the 
same as those proposéd by the 
Reds last Wednesday. The Com- 
munists also had suggested as the 
third point that the high-level 
conference settle “other problems 
in Asia related to the Korean 
question.” Presumably this could 
include such thorny subjects as 
Formosa. 

Third Point Rephrased. 

In rephrasing the third point, 

the U.N. would limit debate to 
problems connected directly with 
the Korean conflict. : 
. The Allies also insisted that 
South Korea be given a voice 
in the peace talks. The Com- 
munists ignored President Rhee's 
government. 

The U.N. proposal ould bring 
the question of a unified Korea 
under an independent, democratic 
government before the high-level 
post-armistice conference. 

The text declares: 

“The military commanders 
have not considered the question 
concerning a political settlement 
in Korea, including unification 
under an independent, demo- 
cratic government and other ques- 
tions arising from but not resolved 
by this armistice agreement.” 

This was the first time Korean 
unification has come up during 
the long truce negotiations. 

Reds to Study Proposal. 

Adm. C. Turner Joy presented 
the Allied counter-proposal at a 
10-minute plenary session at Pan- 
munjom. North Korean Gen. Nam 
Il asked for time to study it. An- 
other full dress meeting was 
scheduled for 10 a.m. tomorrow 
(7 o'clock tonight St. Louis time). 

The U.N. communique said 
changes made in the Communist 
proposal were “only those essen- 
tial to bring the original proposal 
into conformity with the U.N. 
command views or to provide ad- 
ditional clarity.”

HISHED CHAPEL 


Flag of New Queen Fly- 
ing Over Sandringham 
House — She Remains 
Closeted With Family 
in Mourning.

SANDRINGHAM, England, Feb. 
9 (AP) — Humble villagers filed 
through their hushed country 
church today to pay last homage 
to the man they called Squire— 
King George VI. 

Farmers, carpenters, woodsmen 
and servants sorrowfully sto 
before the candle-lit bier to look 
for the last time on the coffin 
of their sovere and friend. 

Inside the big mansion nearby, 
where the King was born and 
were he died, his daughter, Queen 
Elizabeth II remained closeted in 
deep mourning with her mother 
and sister and others of the royal 
family. 

The new Queen’s flag flew high 
over Sandringham House. It was 
raised there yesterday when fin- 
ally she was reunited with her 
bereaved family after’ accession 
ceremonies in London, Her 
father’s standard, which had 
flown over the mansion until his 
death Wednesday, now covers his 
oak coffin. 

Body in Nave of Church. 


The body of the King lay in the 
nave of the little gray-stone six- 
teenth century church of St. Mary 
Magdalene, 200 yards down a 
winding garden path over which 
it had been carried last night in 
the moonlight from the big resi- 
dence. 

A village policeman stood guard 
at the wrought iron gates near 
the chapel. Only the 300-odd 
villagers whom he could recognize 
as the King’s own workers were 
admitted. During the morning, 
mainly the wives came. . 

The new Queen had asked that 
work at Sandringham go on today 
just as any other day. The men 
stayed at their jobs—tending the 
animals and gardens and other 
duties on the vast estate—except 
for the King’s gamekeepers, who 


kept watch over the coffin.

jackets and dark knee breeches, 
the gamekeepers took two-hour- 

watches, four at a_ time. 
Some of them had stood the 
grim watch over the 
body of the late King’s father, 
George V, when he died here.

Four candles flickered at each 
corner of the bier. On the coffin 
was a silver plate engraved “Al- 
bert Frederick Arthur George 
Windsor, born 1895 died 1952.” 

Wreaths of flowers lay on the 
closed coffin. Only flowers from 
the King’s own family were there, 
for this was a private mourning. 

The body of the King will be 
taken Monday to London to lie 
in state at Westminster Hall for 
three days before the funeral on 
Friday. A four-car special train 
will carry the body. 

The Monarch’s coffin was 
closed late yesterday after Queen 
Elizabeth reached Sandringham 
from London. She spent several 
quiet minutes in the dimly-lit 
bedroom where the body lay be- 
fore it was taken to the church. 
Then she watched as the coffin 
was carried down the path. 

Casket to Remain Closed. 

As it was at the funeral of King 
George V, the casket will remain 
closed when the body lies in state. 
in London and when it is taken 
to Windsor Castle for the funeral. 

In spite of the great strain— 
the shock of the news which 
reached her in Africa, the 4000- 
mile journey home, the demands

EISENHOWER BEATS 
TAFT IN G.O.P, POLL 
IN CONNECTICUT 


WEST HARTFORD, Conn., 
Feb. 9 (AP)—Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower won a 3-to-l victory 
over Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio in an informal Republican 
presidential primary here yester- 
day. : 

Votes were cast by 4463 of the 
11,531 registered Republicans in 
the town, a suburb of Hartford 
in which many well-to-do execu- 
tives live. 

Eisenhower received 3109 votes 
to 1183 for Taft. Eight others 
divided 171 scattered votes, the 
largest single bloc, 76, going to 
former Gov. Harold E. Stassen 
of Minnesota. 

Jubilant statements were is- 
sued by Gov. John Lodge and 
Republican State Chairn.an Clar- 
ence F. Baldwin, who earlier this 
vcek had announced their sup- 
port of Eisenhower. 

Tage Pearson, chairman of the 
Connecticut Taft organization, 
contended, on the other hand, 
that the results in a single town 
“aren't of any great significance.”

OIL-LADEN BARGE 
EXPLODES, KILLING 


TUSCALOOSA, ALA., Feb. 9 
(UP)—A big barge loaded with 
crude oil exploded in the Warrior 
river here today, killing three 
workmen and injuring a fourth. 

The Alabama Highway Patrol 
said the barge was still burning, 
making it impossible to deter- 
mine whether there were more 
persons dead or hurt. 

Three bodies had been recov- 
ered from the flames and one in- 
jured man was taken to a hos- 
pital. 

“There were either five or. six 
men working on the barge which 
was tied up at the pumping sta- 
tion of the Warrior Asphalt Co., 
said J. E. Clements, highway 
patrolman. The crude oil, used 
in the manufacture of asphalt, 
was being pumped to the river 
bank. 

The barge, loaded with 23 rail- 
road tank cars of crude oil, was 
docked about seven miles north- 
east of Tuscalosa when it ex- 
ploded.

BONN, Feb. 9 (AP) — Allied 
officials said today West Ger- 
many’s high-priced demands for 
joining Western defense will set 
back a peace settlement with the 
former enemy and stall plans for 
welding German troops into a 
six-nation European ermy. 

The price includes an end to 
Allied occupation, full sov- 
ereignty for Germany, an equal 
voice in Western strategic coun- 
cils, restoration of political free- 


dom in the Saar and freedom for 
many German war criminals. 

The restive parties in Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer’s gov- 
ernment hung these conditions 
on their approval last night of 
Adenauer’s proposal to recruiting 
300,000 to 400,000 troops for 
Western defense. 

The Bundestag (lower house) 
agreed to it by the margin of 204.

U. N. DISARMAMENT 
BOARD HAS BROKEN 
DEADLOCK, SAYS LIE 


PARIS, Feb. 9 (AP)—United 
Nations Secretary-General Trygve 
Lie ‘said yesterday the arms dead- 
lock between Russia and the 
western powers has been broken 
by the creation of the new dis- 
armament. commission. 

Lie told a news conference this 
was one reason why he thought 
the fear of war in the world is 
much less now than a year ago. 

The secretary-general said that, 
through the creation of the com- 
mission and in other ways, the 
United Nations General Assembly 
had shown its “indispensability as 
a meeting place between east and 
west.” 

Of the creation of the new 
commission Lie said: 

“For the first time in three 
years there is opportunity for a 
new start on this question. I do 
not think we will get disarma- 
ment this year or next year, but 
at least we have broken the dead- 
lock that has. prevented even 
serious discussion and negotiation 
for so long.”

BRITISH AIR TROOPS

SINGAPORE, Feb. 9 (AP)— 
British paratroopers jumped into 
a rain-swept Malayan jungle 
clearing today in a daring air- 
borne attack against a suspected 
Communist stronghold near the 
Thailand border.

One thing may stand in the 
way of the proposal to select the 
delegates entirely by districts. 
The call issued by the Republican 
National Committee for delegates 
to the convention states specifi- 
cally that four delegates from 
Missouri shall be elected at large, 
while 22 shall be chosen in the 
districts. 

Byers, asked whether the word- 
ing of the call precluded naming 
of all the delegates by districts, 
said he intended to “check into 
the legal aspects” of that matter. 

“I have checked the various 
districts in the state and find al- 
most unanimous sentiment for 
choosing delegates by districts,” 
Byers said. “Personnally, I be- 
lieve it would be the most equit- 

able way.” 

If four of the delegates were, 
chosen at large and the remain- 
ing 22 selected by districts a state 
convention of congressional dis- 
trict delegates would have to be 
held, Byers said, to name the 22. 
It would not be possible to appor- 
tion them evenly among the 13 
old congressional districts.

A public appeal was issued by 
Assessor Joseph P. Sestric today 
for “honest and ‘law-abiding citi- 
zens” to “co-operate” with his 
office by reporting “friends and 
neighbors” who have neglected 
to file personal property tax re- 
turns.

ORDER REQUIRING CONTRACTOR 
TO REFUND $2500 REVERSED 


A court order requiring Efmer 
G. Doernhoefer, a contractor, to 
refund a total of $2500 to five 
veterans for whom he built last 
spring was reversed yesterday by 
the United States Court of Ap- 
peals. The case was remanded 
to the lower court with instruc- 
tions for dismissal of the com- 
plaint. 

The appellate court previously 

had upheld the ruling of United 
States District Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen, who had found Doern- 
hoefer in violation of the Vet- 
erans’ Emergency Housing Act. 
Yesterday's action was the result 
of a petition by Doernhoefer for 
rehearing.

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Veto It, Governor 

Gov. Smith could save Missouri needless waste 
of funds by vetoing the congressional redistrict- 
ing bill. It is a bad bill but beyond that there is 
absolutely no reasan to permit an expensive 
referendum on it... : 

This is a bad bill because it was drawn for 
political purposes alone. It is bad because the 
Democratic majority in the Legislature wanted 
nothing more than to try to keep nine of the 11 
proposed new districts for their own candidates. 

It is an especially bad bill because it short- 
changes the urban voters. The bill would give 
one Congressman to 428,000 citizens of a St. 
Louis district, while one outstate Congressman 
would represent only 276,000 residents. 

Gov. Smith knows all this, and still has said 
he would sign the measure. Presumably he 
thought it would be*good for his party. But 
since the bill was passed a new situation has 
arisen that makes it more advisable for the 
Governor to change his mind. , 

The Republican party is going to demand a 
referendum on the redistricting plan. There is 
no doubt they.can put it before the voters. They 
need only about 80,000 signatures on referen- 
dum petitions. 

When these petitions are filed, they will delay 
the effectiveness of the bill. And there will be 
no time for a referendum before April 29, which 
is the date that candidates must file for Con- 
gress in districts. This means that congressional 
candidates will have to run at large in both the 
August primary and November general election. 

If Gov. Smith signs the bill, he will not pre- 
vent it from being put before the voters. Neither 
will he prevent the election of Congressmen at 
large. Just what good would his signature do? 

But if Gov. Smith vetoes the Dill, he can 
avoid the necessity of an expensive referendum. 
He can preserve for the state treasury the funds 
which would be needed for printing election 
notices and ballots. And the redistricting bill 
runs to seven pages. That would mean a lot of 
expensive printing in newspapers in every coun- 
ty of the state, at about a dollar an inch. 

Whatever the Governor does, the Congress- 
men are evidently going to be elected at large. 
The Democrats will not get their way in redis- 
tricting this year. But a veto would at least save 
the state the expense and the voters the bother 
of passing on a bill that never should have been 
passed by the Legislature. 

Henry S. Caulfield, when he was Governor, 
vetoed a gerrymandered bill. Forrest Smith has 
even more cause in the bill before him.

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Offshore Oil and the Schools 


It ought not to be necessary for the ‘Federal 
Government to make pledges and commitments 
in order to retain control over its own natural 
resources. The Supreme Court has held that the 
offshore oil deposits along the ‘Gulf and Pacific 
coasts come under federal jurisdiction. By rights 
the Federal Government ought to take control 
and let that be an end to it. 

But the political forces behind the move to re- 
tain state jurisdiction over the tidelands are 
powerful, and they do not give up easily. They 
have persuaded the House to pass another bill 
abandoning the tidelands to the states, and the 
Senate is under strong pressure to do the same, 
in the hope that this time enough votes can be 
mustered to override a veto. 

All of which is background to the debate be- 
tween Senater Hill-of:Alabama and Senator. An- 
derson of New México. Hbth say they favor fed- 
eral control. Senator Hil: wants to achieve it by 
directing that tideland oif revenues ‘be earmark- 
ed for educational use. Senator Anderson thinks 
the battle for federal control may be lost by 
“trying to divide up the swag before we get hold 
of it.” 

The earmarking of oil revenues for education 
has some attractions politically, because the par- 
tisans of state control have made much of their 
allegation that federal control would cost the 
coastal states some of their school funds. 

This is strictly ‘a blind, of course. It is not 
primarily the Schools that the oil states are con- 
cerned about. In any case, federal aid to educa- 
tion is a highly embroiled controversy itself. Is 
it wise to attack the oil controversy by mixing it 
up with the aid-to-education controversy? 

Senator Hill seems to think so, and he may 
be right. The dedication of oil revenues to edu- 
cation might cut the ground under one of the 
states-righters’ main arguments. But it can only 
be a matter of regret that the Federal Govern- 
ment should be thus compelled to barter for the 
control of resources which belong to it by right 
and law in any event. 


Cabbages to Fog Horns 

A piece of journalistic fact-twisting, intended 
to ridicule an agency of the Government, has 
just been shown up by the Office of Price Sta- 
bilization. It is known as “the cabbage joke,” or, 
in another form, as “the fog-horn joke.” 

As “the cabbage joke” it runs this way: “Lin- 
coln’s Gettysburg Address contains 266 words. 
The Ten Commandments contain 297. The Decla- 
ration of Independence contains 300 words. OPS 
order to reduce price of cabbage contains 26,911 
words.” | 

The obvious intent of the story is to repeat an 
old slur on Government—that it is verbose to 
the point of being ridiculous. The trouble with 
the “cabbage joke” is that OPS has no cabbage 
regulation and never has had. Nevertheless the 
“cabbage joke” was distributed in literature of 
the Grocery Manufacturers of America, in com- 
mercial newsletters, and in some daily news- 
papers, Max Hall, director of public information 
for OPS, reports. 

The “fog-horn” version of the “cabbage joke” 
came about in this way, according to Mr. Hall: 
Business Action, a weekly publication of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce now called 
Washington Report, received the “cabbage joke” 
but, unlike many others, decided to check it. 
The check disclosed that there was no OPS cab- 
bage regulation. The editor of Business Action, 
Ray H. Wilson, is quoted by Mr. Hall as saying 
he then made a search for some other item that 
could be used in place of cabbage. 

Mr. Wilson located an OPS regulation dealing 
with the manufacture of oil burners, X-ray ap- 
paratus, tractors, trucks, abrasive products, soot 
blowers, freight cars, well-drilling equipment, 
escalators, rock crushers, foundry machinery and 
366 other items. The regulation ran to 12,962 
words, certainly not an unreasonable length in 
a regulation dealing with so many and such di- 
verse and complicated subjects. The editor, evi- 
dently looking for some item with a name that 
lent itself to ridicule, picked one of 23 types of 
marine equipment listed—“fog horns and whis- 
tles, manually operated.” 

So for the cracker-line in the “cabbage joke” 
he substituted “Words in OPS order establishing 
the ceiling price of manually operated fog horns 
and other manufactured items, 12,962”—and the 
“foghorn joke” was born. ‘

The tortured reasoning behind this view, pos- 
sible only in the silly season of a presidential 
year. goes like this: The former governor of 
Georgia didn’t want to take the post; he had to 
be persuaded; he probably would not have 
persuaded to take it had he expected the 
man Administration to end next January; 
he was persuaded; ergo, he expects the Tru 
Administration to continue. 

All of which, we hope, will not obscure the 
essential fact that President Truman is lucky 
enough to be getting a firsttate man for the 
onerous task of price stabilization. Mr. Arnall 
was a distinguished Governor of Georgia, and 
he has a sense of dedication to the publie inter- 
est which ought to make him a constientious 
servant in what he rightly calls a “tough, un- 
popular and thankless” job. 

It is a considerable insult to Mr. Arnall to 
suppose that he would not have taken the job 
unless he had been sure it would lead to some- 
thing pretty good, such as the attorney general- 
ship. We prefer to think that he knows the im- 
portance of price control and that his conscience 
would not let him decline an urgent call to na- 
tional service. He is entitled to the best wishes 
and the hearty support of the country. 
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The Women Begin to Fight 


It is heartening to see the League of Women 


Voters leading the fight against the Election 
Boaid’s gerrymandered state senatorial redis- 
tricting in St. Louis. The women have no ax to 


-grind, politically or otherwise, and in a sense 


they represent the outraged voice of the com- 
munity. 

They have invited about 50 representative 
civic organizations to join them in the crusade. 
This will give them the added strength of num- 
bers and may even show the Election Board 
that the people will not allow the redistricting 
to stand. 

As the women noted in their inVitations, the 
welfare of every citizen is involved when the 
democratic principle of fair and equal represen- 
tation is disregarded—and it surely is in the 
redistricting jigsaw. The women are alert to 
their responsibilities as citizens. No civic group 
should turn down their intelligent appeal. We 
wish as much could be said for the Election 
Board. | 
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Battle of the Air Coaches 


The competition which is going on between 
the large scheduled airlines and the small un- 
scheduled airlines, for low-priced air-coach 
passenger business, could redound to the benefit 
of the traveling public. It is likely to do so if 
healthy price competition is not allowed to de- 
generate into. below-cost. price-cutting intended 
to run the other fellow out of business, or if the 
Civil .Aeronauties Board:does not -throw its 
weight unfairly on the side of the large carriers. 


Public policy calls for the lowest fares consist- 
ent with safe operation and sound finances for 
the airlines. Already lower-income groups are 
said to have been attracted to air travel by low- 
ered fares. As the air-coach idea is extended, 
it can be expected to serve more and more peo- 
ple. And as the CAB itself has said, extending 
air service to the masses of the people is the 
only way to justify the millions of dollars of the 
people’s money that have been spent in subsi- 
dizing the airlines. 

At the same time that it uttered these senti- 
ments, however, the CAB was disallowing an 
effort by small carriers to expand their air-oach 
service. It is under heavy suspicion of favorit- 
ism toward the big scheduled companies, so 
much so that the Senate Committee on Small 
Business said last summer that “to the extent 
that the ‘non-skeds’ still exist today, they have 
managed to survive in spite of constant harass- 
ment” by the CAB. : 

There is a natural temptation on the part of 
such a regulatory commission to identify itself 
with the agencies it.is set up to regulate. Rich- 
ard W. Olney, general counsel of the Burlington 
railroad, made this perceptive observation when 
the Interstate Commerce Commission was cre- 
ated more than half a century ago. The regula- 
tory commission, he said, “thus becomes a sort 
of barrier between the railroad corporations and 
the people.” ho 

For the CAB to take a sympathetic view of the 
large carriers, with which it has been dealing all 
this time, is quite all right provided it does not 
become too sympathetic, and provided it does 


‘not skinlp the legitimate rights of the new- 


comers, the small “non-skeds.” It is the “non- 
skeds” which have pioneered air-coach service, 


- and the large lines have only moved, somewhat 
. Teluctantly, to meet the,¢ompetition. 


If com- 
petition were driven out, the public might not 
continue to enjoy the advantages of air-coach 
rates. °

My story begins outside the gates of a 


vast encampment of German prisoners near 
the old, heavily-blitzed Norman fortress 
city of Caen. It is just a few days after 
Christmas 1946. Snow is falling. A red- 
fezzed Algerian sentry stands listlessly by 
the barbed wire fence. As my Quaker jeep 
rolls to a halt before him, he comes out of 
his daze, ejaculating: “Ah, Americain!” 
He is speaking of the jeep, not of me. 
The American vehicle, with plenty of gas, 
is a symbol of everything his underpaid 
colonia]-trooper existence craves. 


The sentry identifies the U.S.A. with 
material plenty and mechanical advance, 


_with physical power. He does not identify 


America with the-friendly humanitarianism 
that fs carrying supplies to German prison- 
ers 


We are letting ourselves be “typed” as 
suppliers, as technicians, but not as a na- 
tion of persons who have discovered a sig- 
nificant way of. releasing the power of peo- 
ple working together. 


There are many who disagree with me 
that this special technique in human rela- 
tionships is the vital essence to be shared. 
Some say the crucial thing is an economic 
differential, possibly the difference be- 
tween American and European capitalism. 
I believe that the driving dynamism in 
democratic human relationships must be 
understood before economic discussions 
can have vital meaning. 


I have become allergic to talk. We have 
done plenty of table-thumping and Krem- 
lin-cursing in our talk-orgies about democ- 
racy. 4nd to what effect? Perhaps, under 
feeling’s glow we get the illusion of ac- 
complishment, whereas, actually we only 
bought escape from positive action. 


I learned my lesson in Germany in the 
unlikely, post-Hitler soil of the “Land Be- 
tween.” 

With two others, I arrived in Frankfurt 
by invitation of local Quakers to assist in 
setting up a self-help Neighborhood Center 
in the heavily destroyed Bockenheim dis- 
trict. To start with, there were to be shoe 
repair and sewing rooms, a laundry, a 
youth work camp. 

On a hot Saturday afternoon in June, 
the directors of our center met in our just- 
completed wooden barracks to discuss 
opening a laundry. 

Three professionals had been invited to 
attend and to present their plan. 
they had done so I moved the appointment 
of a committee to develop the plan for the 
board. I suggested as the members a pro- 
fessional laundry man, a social worker and 
one of the neighborhood mothers who 
would be using the machines. 

My motion was unanimously beaten 


after Father Schoenberger, the young 
priest of a cellar church benéath the rub- 
ble across the square said, “In Germany 
we leave these matters to the experts.” 

That same night, under the trees behind 
his tiny house out in Eschersheim I re- 
marked to Dr. Prestel: “The difference be- 
tween your country and mine was shown 
by today’s vote.” 

“How?” 

“In America we would not leave the 
laundry to the experts but to the people— 
to all groups concerned, including the 
women who would use it. Your method 
seems to be a vertical trusting of the spe- 
cialists, ours to be a horizontal faith in all 
the people concerned.” 

There was silence for a time. Then, from 
Prestel, “Is that what you mean by democ- 
racy, that all the people concerned should 
have something to say?” 

' “Yes,” I answered, “and be responsible.” 


Another silence. Then, “I have waited a 
year to find out what your government 
meant by democracy. Now I see. This thing 
you speak of, Germany needs. But it will 
be very difficult. We have been trained 
the other way—the old way. However, we 
will call the board together again. Per- 
haps we can begin in these centers and 
make a place where others can come to 
see this new thing.” Before long the com- 
mittee was appointed. 

It was not talk about a laundry that 
changed German attitudes, for each of us 
hugged his own theories as we talked. 
What saved the day for democracy and 
for the changing of prevailing attitudes 
was the practical experience of member- 
ship on a cross sectional laundry commit- 
tee or of watching such a committee func- 
tion. People learned that those concerned 
could be trusted and must no longer be 
allowed to escape responsibility by asking 
the expert to call the tunes. 

The head of Education, OMGUS, was 
outspoken. “We envy you ers. You

the nature of man. Hente, any thoughtful 
book, such as this one, which offers a new 
insight into that nature, is important and 
should be studied by everyone capable of 
following the argument. Ironically enough, 
part of Mr. Tyrrell’s thesis involves a dem- 
onstration of forces which tend to make 
people abstain from such study. 

Space prevents a detailed exposition of 


this particular demonstration. I can only . 


add one somewhat paradoxical comment. 
The way for thoughtful, intelligent people. 
to discover why they are unable to read 
the book would be to read it—at least 
Chapters Five and Six. 
Mr. Tyrrell’s major thesis is directed to 
a point in the theory of evolution which 
he feels has been all too neglected, if not 
completely overlooked. Most people are 
ready to accept the proposition that human 
beings, along with 
all other life, reached 
their present form by 
a series Of changes 
which adapted them 
to their environment 
sufficiently to enable 
the race to survive. 
In accepting that 
. proposition they are 
usually thinking en- 
™ tirely of physical 
fim form and _ instinct. 
fi, Mr. Tyrrell contends 
Pf fy that the human mind 
, has necessarily been 
G.N. M. Tyrrell Subjected to the 
same process of 
adaptation. Furthermore, the adaptation 
was a limhiting process; natare had to be 
careful that the thoughts of mah did not 
outrun hig eurrent knowledge. When 
knowledge of the universe was. limited, 
man’s mental concepts had to be simple. 
A primitive race, all with minds equal 
to Albert Einstein’s, would have given up 
in dismay at the prospect of having to 
deal with such a complicated universe. 
This limiting process has now become 
a drag. It is today almost universally be- 
lieved that our knowledge is dependent 
entirely on our five senses, and that 
through the five senses we can acquaint 
ourselves with the entire universe. This 
belief is admirably suited to that part of 
life concerned with physical action,.as the 
success of modern science demonstrates. 
However, it is fatal to sociological prob- 
lems, for it ruies out all knowledge com- 
ing from the process of reflective thought, 
whether you call that process insight, in- 
spiration, or divine revelation. | 
Mr. Tyrrell is hopeful that we shall soon 
break out of the prison of thought in 
which “the adapted mind,” as he terms it, 
has locked us. When we do, he believes 
a new social consciousness and a new type 
of religion will develop that can be in- 
tegrated with science and the whole of 
human experience. We can, therefore, clas» 
this as an optimistic book.

Gime a dozen. The cities anc towns strung out 
along the beaches for several hundred miles make 
southern California a year-around playground, 
while snow-covered mountains or sun-drenched 
desert in the hinterland lure the winter vacation- 
ist. If one does not mind the sameness of the 
seasons, the flowers that bloom the year around 
and the broad-leaved trees which never shed their 
leaves, this is certainly an easier climate than any 
we know in the Midwest. 

* * * 

THE LOS ANGELES AREA has grown into 
one vast city whieh threatens to engulf the whole 
southern coast. We talked to our Audubon and 
school audiences in Eagle Rock, Pasadena, Monte- 
bello, Hollywood, Whittier, Los Angeles. Santa 
Monica and Long Beach. This latter was once 
a small resort town, too far from Los Angeles for 
a convenient suburb; but now its oil wells have 
boomed its population to nearly 300,000 to make 
it the fifth city in the state. Of the area as a 
whole, however, we're inclined to agree with the 
director of one of the natural history museums 
where we talked. We were discussing the plight 
of the great condor, the disappearance of many 
other forms of California wildlife, and the gradual 
extinction of much of the native flora. He put 
it succinctly, “Too many people.” 

* * 

I'VE MENTIONED that southern California 
Numbers a preponderance of Missourians. among 
its population; and we found them just as hospit- 
able here as they are at home. The Chester 
Davis’s house in San Marino, as well as Chester's 
office at the Ford Foundation nearby, were ports 
of call where I managed to catch up on over-due 
correspondence while Ginnie gave the luggage a 
badly needed going-over. At Whittier, altogether 
unexpectedly, we received a note from Laura Lay- 
man Brundage insisting we spend the night there 
and help them catch up on the news from Mis- 
souri. And at Santa Monica we had two pleasant 
days with Ginnie’s uncle and aunt, the John Con- 
nons, who came here from Webster Groves some 
35 years ago and so can be listed among the Cali- 
fornia pioneers. 

* * 


' THE WEATHER HAD TURNED fine, after the 
weeks of rain which broke the eight-year drouth 
and gave the south coast more precipitation in 
January than its average for the year. And cer- 
tainly we appreciated the sunshine and tempera- 
tures which climbed into the high seventies. Com- 
ing north from San Diego we visited the famous 
old mission at San Juan Capistrano to which the 
swallows return each year on March 19, sometime 
between sunrise and sunset. And later we spent 
an hour at the Santa Barbara Mission which is 
perhaps the best preserved in the state and the 
only one still administered by the Franciscans. 
It was the Franciscan padre, Junipero Serra, who 
in about 1770 started the chain of missions which 
eventually extended from San Diego northward to 
Sonoma. The missions were spaced, wherever pos- 
sible, a day’s march apart so that they served as 
hostels as well as churches and schools for the 
conversion of the Indian tribes. 
) * 

UNLIKE OUR OWN STATE of Missouri, Cali- 
fornia takes great pride in her historic background 
and monuments, so that along the “mission trail” 
the visitor of today can recapture at least the 
atmosphere of those far-off days when the Spanish 
hidalgos and also the missions owned vast estates 
with “cattle grazing on a thousand hills.” Grain 
was raised but hides and tallow were the main 
articles of commerce, as any reader of ““‘Two Years 
Before The Mast” will recall. When Mexico took 
over, the mission lands were broken up and secu- 
larized. Then came Gen. Fremont and the Free 
State of California with its Bear flag which was 
soon replaced by the Stars and Stripes. And it 
ean be said to the credit of the Americans that, 
under an act signed by President Lincoln, the 
missions were restored to the church. 

> * * 

WE ESPECIALLY ENJOYED our visit to San- 
ta Barbara, one of the most beautiful of the coast 
cities. Here careful zoning and building restric- 
tions have kept much of the architecture in har- 
many with the old Spanish style, with attractive 
homes on the steep hills rising from the sea and 
luxuriant plantings of both native and exotic trees, 
flowers and shrubs which give a semi-tropical ap- 
pearance. We spoke at the Natural History 
Museum created and endowed by the late Max 
Fleischman and found it one of the most com- 
plete and interesting we have visited. The director, 
Dr. Coggeshall, is a paleontologist best known for 
his work on the dinosaurs. He sent greetings to 
our friénd Virginia Siefert at the Illinois Natural 
History Museum and spent an hour showing us 
the gardens and exhibits. These latter are largely 
limited to the California scene and we found the 
bird rooms, with beautifully mounted specimens 
from 10-foot condor to tiny hummingbirds, unus- 
ually attractive and complete. Our visit was too 
short. but we left with the feeling we had made 
yet another worthwhile friend in this great land 
of California.

My Day

PARIS. 

EFORE taking off on my 

‘round-the-world trip home, I 

want to write a few words 
about our final General Assembly 
meeting, held just before we ad- 
journed Tuesday. It was a very 
tense situation, for Chile's amend- 
ment, which would have tirected 
the @ourse of human rights; was 
stilhunder discussion and we had 
a preponderance of speakers on 
the Chilean side of the question. 

The delegation from Chile did 
succeed in changing several votes 
and called for a roll call; but it 
failed by four votes to change 
the previous decision of the 
Committee , bare = covenants. 


THERE WAS ONE resolution 
that I felt really sad about. This 
one—on the self-determination of 
peoples—had been introduced by 
the delegation from Afghanistan, 
but by the time it came to voting 
it had been so amended that it 
was impossible to vote for it. 

In the first place, in one para- 
graph the same thing was re- 
peated twice. A Danish delegate 
tried very hard by asking to have 
it voted on in parts and make 
us vote on the repetitious phrase 
in one place and in another place, 
on the part that directed the Hu- 
man Rights Commission, to put 
the resolution in specific word- 
ing as an article instead of allow- 
ing any leeway to frame an ar- 
ticle that might state more clearly 
how and when the self-determina- 
tion of peoples was to be granted. 

In any case, the second para- 
graph of the operative part of 
this self-determination of peoples 
resolution simply made it impos- 
sible for anyone that had any 
respect for the “Human Rights 
Commission and for non-repeti- 
tive wording to vote for the reso- 
lution as a whole. 

= 


IT IS CERTAIN that the Com- 
mission will have to draft an ar- 
ticle that will read only “all peo- 
ple shall have the right to self- 
determination.” But I suppose 
it might be possible to draft an 
alternative article, adding a few 
necessary qualifications and let 
the Economic and Social Council 
or the General Assembly decide 
which is the way they really want 
this article drawn up in the end. 

I was deeply relieved at the 
decision to draw up two cove- 
nants. In this way I think we are 
more apt to have immediately 
large numbers of ratifications on 
civil and political rights. And if 
that covenant is ratified now in 
various countries I think the 
economic and social rights will 
stand a better chance for ratifi- 
cation separately in the ensuing 
months or years. : 

There may, of course, be a 
number of nations able to sign 
both covenants at the same time, 
and the larger that group is the 
more gratifying it will be.
